DC Chargers’ Wen'’s Lacrosse 


The Dominican College Men’s 
Lacrosseprogram finished the 2008 season with 
a 5-10 record and an East Coast Conference 
(ECC) record of 0-6. DC completed their 
second season in the tough ECC Conference, 
going up against some of the toughest teams 
in the country. Sophomore Alex Jones once 
again led the team with 28 goals this season 
and second with 33 total points. Senior goalie 
Joe Assante played all 15 games this season 
and set a new program record for career 
saves with 510. He had a 188 saves this 
season and a .577 save percentage. He led 
the ECC in saves per game (12.47), ranked 
third in save percentage and fifth in goals 
against average (10.68). Transfer Pat O’Shea 
finished third on the team with 17 goals and 
captain Remo Montalbano had 11 goals on 
the year. Freshman Jesse Peterson led the 
team with 16 assists and tallied 21 points on 
the year. Junior Owen Smith III set a new 
program record this season for career points 
with a 133 total points. He led the team 
with 36 total points and finished second in 
goals (23) and assists (13). He finished 10th 
in the ECC in shots per game and tied 
for fifth in man-down goals per game.
